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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-3, 5, and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Stahl (US Patent 4,403,622) in view of Chang (US Patent 4,628,572) in view of Ho 
(US Patent 5,639,016). Stahl discloses a hair device that comprises a small board (10), 
and a strip (24) with a memory which when resting is in a spirally wound position (22) 
(column 2, lines 10-15) see Figure 1. Inside the spirally wound strip is a rod (20) 
equipped at one end with terminal elements (18) suitable for preventing the rod from 
sliding out of the spirally wound strip (column 2, lines 25-30) see Figure 1. Stahl does 
not disclose a hook at one of the board, a blocking device, or the strip having form 
memory. Chang teaches a blocking device comprising a lever (2) with a fulcrum (4), the 
lever being hook shaped with an elastic element (5), and an extension (15) substantially 
orthogonal to the board (column 2, lines 45-65) see Figure 5. Ho teaches a C-shaped 
hook element (column 1, lines 50-55) see Figure 3. Regarding the strip having form 
memory, the applicant states on page 7, lines 22-25 that form memory is well-know in 
the art for example photographic film, therefore, it would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the strip of 
Stahl be of form memory. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to have the board of Stahl have a blocking 
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device member as taught by Chang in order to further secure the strip onto the board. It 
further would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to have the board of Stahl have a C-shaped hook as taught by Ho 
to clip the strip to the end of the board. 

4. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stahl (US 
Patent 4,403,622) in view of Chang (US Patent 4,628,572) in view of Ho (US Patent 
5,639,016) as applied to claim 1 above, and further in view of Abramson (US Patent 
5,056,539). The combination of Stahl in view of Chang in view of Ho discloses the 
claimed invention as rejected in claim 1 above; however, the combination does not 
disclose the strip being made from a transparent material. Abramson teaches a strip 
made from a transparent material (column 2, lines 58-61). It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have the 
strip of Stahl be made from a transparent material as taught by Abramson in order to 
allow the stylist to watch the progress of the hair during treatment.
